Lord Archibald Cumpball in @ Teter says:

Scota Guards are the trué successors. of 
*Lorne’s Regiment,’ or the ‘Scots Guards. 
Aftor Match, 1686, ‘this regiment served 
abroad, aud at that time received the pay of 
the Lino_regiments, It remained on the 
Scotch’ Establishment tilk Docombor, 1707, 
[the period of tle Whion, from which date it 
received the same payment as the other two 
regiments of Guards. In 1651 Lorne poti: 
tions for shoes and elothing for the corps, 
thon’ 1,200 strong, ‘levied without any’ ox- 
pense tothe State,’ to make ‘them complete 
for his Majesties footte Guard,’ the said re- 
giment to have all ‘cottés of ono colour,’ 
No one disputes that Lorne's Regiment’ is 
identical with the Scots Guards, ‘The King 
thas fechristeved . the regiment, No “ono
